Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The population showed a natural increase of nineteen and an overall 
increase of ten according to the Registrar General's estimate of the resident 


population for mid-1967. 
There were no maternal deaths in the district during the year, 


Two deaths were recorded in children under one year of age fron a total 
of one hundred and sixty seven live births. Both deaths were of premature 


infants. 


The infant mortality rate (deaths under one year of age per thousand 
live births) was 23.0, rather more than for the rest of the County, but is 


not statistically significant. 


The perinatal mortality rate (stillbirths and deaths under one veek per 
thousand live and stillbirths) was 11.5, lower than that for the rest of Hert- 


fordshire (22.3) and Ingland and Wales (25.4). 


The corrected birth rate was 15-5, lower than that for the remainder of 
Hertfordshire (15.5). The corrected death rate was 1305, higher than that for 


the remainder of Hertfordshire (10.0). 


The total deaths were sixty eight, of which twenty two were due to 
diseases of the heart and blood vessels, seventeen to cancer of varying sites, 
ten to vascular lesions of the nervous system, and five due to diseases of the 
respiratory system. These correspond to rates on the whole slightly higher 
than the remainder of the division and Hertfordshire, but calculated on such 
small numbers no significant deductions can be made from such small numbers 


of deaths. 
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No deaths occurred from tuberculosis or from infective or parasitic 


diseases. 


Two deaths occurred from car accidents and two from other types of 


accidents. One death from suicide. 


There were seven illegitimate births with no deathse

SECTION C SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA 
(1) Water Supply 


Sampling from the pumping stations supplying the 
town have shown that the Lee Valley Water Company have provided 
water of excellent quality and quantity. 101 bacteriological and 
9 chemical samples taken during the year were all reported as 
conforming to the standards of purity suitable for public supply. 


Direct piped supply is provided to all premises in the district, 
and there is no evidence of r¢lumbo-solvency. The average fluoride 
content is less than 0.02 parts per million. 


Sewerage and sewage Disposal 


The town is served ty a main sewerage system, into which all 
but three premises are connected, two of which have septic tanks 
and the other a cesspool. 

No new sewer was laid during the year 

A survey was conducted by a firm of consulting engineers into 
the state of the foul and surface water sewers, the outcome of which 
is awaited 


Public Cleansing 

It has again been possible to maintain the weekly collection 
of refuse, and there have been no cases of refuse being dumped to 
cause a nuisance. Some difficulty has been experienced in obtaining 
the necessary staff for the refuse collection vehicle. 
Swimming Pool 

Local schoolchildren continue to find this privately-owned pool 
of great benefit, and regular sampling continues to show that the 
chlorination treatment of the water has been satisfactory. 
Paddling Pool 

Regular weekly treatment of the water in this well-patronised 
amenity has kept the pool continually available for use during the 
summer months.

Our contractors have given excellent service during the year, 
and all work has been carried out very expeditiously.
